Strong sentiment for a change 
of policy in the Porterville Vet- 
erans’ Memorial district was ex- 
pressed as 1,337 persons — by 
far the greatest number ever to 
‘vote in Porterville memorial dis- 
trict election — named Cyrille 
Faure, Barney Richardson, Ted 
Cornell and Vince McHenry to 
the district board, and retained 
Bill Harris, incumbent, as a board 
member. 

Running on what had been 
ealled the “opposition ticket,” Mr. 
Faure polled a total of 1,102 
votes; Mr. Richardson, 1,094; Mr. 
Cornell 1,022 and Mr. McHenry, 
980. Mr. Harris, chairman of the 
incumbent board and a resident 
of the Springville community, 
polled 668 votes. 

Vote for other incumbents ran: 
Prentis Wells, 504; Gene Quiram, 
434 and Reuben Gilliam, 316. 
Fifth incumbent board member, 
Aubrey M. Lumley Jr., did not 
seek reelection. A total of eight 
candidates’ — four incumbents 
and four of the ‘“‘opposition group” 
ran for the five board positions.

DOLLAR PLANT 
BEING BUILT: 


A. half-million dollar cold stor- 
age plant is now being construct- 
ed by the Elmco Vineyards, Inc., 
at Elmco, about six miles south 
of Porterville on highway 65. 

The plant will handle grapes, 
primarily, from the 1,500-acre 
Elmco vineyards. It is also pos- 
sible that during certain seasons, 
other perishable crops can be 
stored there. 

Capacity of the plant, which is 
being constructed by Lindquist 
& Lindquist of Visalia, will be 
from 400,000 to 450,000 pack- 
ages. Gunnite, concrete construc- 
tion is being used. Completion is 
planned prior to this year’s grape 
season. 

In addition to the plant, two 
houses, for plant superintendent 
and assistant superintendent, are 
being constructed at the location.

The two transmission towers which were 
dynamited Monday night, March 23, at 9:181%4 
and 9:1414 p.m., are located on the company’s 
Chino-Pisgah 220,000 volt transmission lines 
(Mile 229, Tower #1) approximately four 
miles east of the town of Chino. These lines 
carry electric energy to the Edison system from 
Hoover Dam. 


The towers dynamited Tuesday morning, 
March 24, at 7:36 a.m. are located on the com- 
pany’s Magunden-Saugus 220,000 volt trans- 
mission lines (Mile 183, Tower #1) approxi- 
mately twenty-seven miles north of Saugus and 
three miles east of Gorman. The Edison Magun- 
den-Saugus transmission lines carry electric 
energy from the company’s Big Creek genera- 
ting plants in the High Sierra.

Prevention I said last time. 
Well, I was suddenly called out 
of town to prevent an economic 
collapse of a dear friend of mine 
(a party named Vegas) and now 
that the interruption has been 
; attended to his satisfaction, let 
;me discuss prevention from the 
standpoint of disease. 


Prevention of disease is intim- 
ately associated and allied with 
sanitation and good husbandry. 
| Neglect or ignore either one of 
| these and the incident of disease 
will mount with extreme rapidity. 


Now, I am not telling you any- 
thing startlingly new or perhaps 
anything « you. didn’t already 
know, but do you know to what 
extent prevention can be carried 
out? 

There are hundreds of examples 
to cite but suffice it to say that 
for practically every health prob- 
lem there is a method of preven- 
tion. This prevention runs all 
the way from immediate slaugh- 
ter to a dab of iodine. 

Consider the vaccines and bac- 
terias if you will. Several of 
them you are probably familiar 
with, such as those used to con- 


trol Blackleg, hog cholera, en- 
cepkalomyelitis, distemper and 
rabies. But how about pink eye 


(work we have done seems to in- 
dicate a bacterin may be of def- 
inite value in this thing) dis- 
temper in the horse, pneumonia in 
cattle, infections, Hepatitis in the 
dog? All of these have a vac- 
cine or bacterin designed to pre- 
vent them. 

All these vaccines and bacter- 
ins have been designed to aid in 
the control and prevention of 
specific diseases as it so states on 
the label but bear in mind the 
word aid. By themselves they 
are not 100% effective and their 
use with complete disregard for 
management and sanitation is an 
invitation to vaccine “breaks” 
etc.

THE STRIKE ITSELF 
IS NOW THE ISSUE 


“There is No Right to Strike Against the 


When that was said to President Gompers of the American 
Federation of Labor by Calvin Coolidge thirty-four years 
ago, there was no law which expressly forbade a police strike 
in Boston, but the absolute and inescapable truth thus stated 
was immediately recognized and overwhelmingly approved 
by the people of the entire United States. It is just as in- 
disputably true and just as inescapable today. 


The strike against the electric service of 3,000,000 people, 
served by the Southern California Edisom Company, had it 
accomplished the purpose intended by those who called it, 
would have been much more destructive to the public safety, 
health and welfare than a strike against the police service. 


Fortunately, the loyalty to their duty of the great majority 
of Edison employees prevented the widespread public dis- 
aster which otherwise would have resulted from the strike 
caused by deluded and reckless union leaders. 


The strike is a resort to industrial war. Where public safety 
is seriously involved as in an electric utility, it is in no sense a 
legitimate or rightful weapon. It is a conspiracy both to aban- 
don vital posts of duty and to prevent others from filling 
them, which effort, if successful, would immediately set in 
motion a chain of disastrous consequences causing fatal 
accidents, enormous loss of property and eventual paralysis 
of the community life. 


Like war, a strike sets free the emotions of hatred and the 
constant thought and threat of violence. Men and women on 
strike are victimized by their strike leaders into the delusion 

_that it is they who are abused and the “winning of the strike” 

becomes almost a “holy cause.” The picket-line becomes 
a “sacred” place which no one must violate. Reason is de- 
throned. Although many of them expect to complete their 
working life with their Company, during the strike they join 
in a common endeavor to destroy its good-will and capacity 
to serve. 


To have used this ugly and dangerous weapon at all 
against the public safety is wholly wrong and indefensible; 
but to make impossible demands of the Edison Company 
management—demands which no informed person of normal 
judgment should have thought management has the power 
or right to meet—and then to pull a strike against the public 
health, welfare and safety in pursuit of those demands is 
to go far beyond the limits of right and even of decency. 


~ We are now convinced from much evidence that Mr. 
Rapattoni, the man chiefly responsible for this strike, from 
the very first, was determined to have his way, including the

imposition of compulsory union membership, or to call this 
strike. In other words, during the long four months in which 
he subjected the Company’s bargaining representatives to 
so much abuse, he was not in fact bargaining in good faith. 
This was, of course, strongly indicated by the fact that be- 
fore even starting negotiations, he insisted upon and ob- 
tained from his members authority to call a strike under 
the representation that he needed it to use in “collective 
bargaining.” 


Then, impossible demands both for a wholly unreasonable 
wage increase,‘and for compulsory union membership, were 
made, and held to, during four months of bargaining (fre- 
quently stalled and delayed by Mr. Rapattoni), despite ex- 
planation that the Company management had no right, 
power or authority to meet those demands. Finally, Mr. 
Rapattoni made the meaningless gesture that he was willing 
to submit his demands to the consideration of a fact-finding 
committee. He knew, of course, that if the Company had no 
right to meet his wholly impossible demands that it could 
not empower anyone else to consider them with a view to 
their possible acceptance. 


Again, therefore, we repeat: The Company management 
cannot give that which is not theirs to give. They cannot 
negotiate during this wrongful strike because collective bar- 
gaining cannot be conducted under coercion. And now that 
Mr. Rapattoni has so clearly shown how he uses and abuses 
such power as he has, no one should accept the responsibility 
of giving him more power. 


The foregoing leads unavoidably to these conclusions and 
this policy: 


The strike is now the only issue. Until it is abandoned, and 
picket lines withdrawn, there can be no negotiations by the 
Company with Local 47; I.B.E.W., A.F.L. The Company 
cannot negotiate during the strike free from some coercive 
influence of the strike, and hence without at least appearing 
to accept the strike as a legitimate device in “collective bar- 
gaining. ” 


The negotiation or collective bargaining method of arriv- 
ing at a contract with Local 47, 1.B.E.W., A.F.L., was re- 
pudiated, and the contract terminated, by the Union’s 
officers, and by their resort to this strike. The two methods— 
on the one hand peaceful negotiation, and on the other a 
strike against the public safety—are mutually exclusive and 
cannot be merged. By their choice of the second method, and 
so long as they pursue it, the Union leaders have made peace- 
ful negotiations impossible.
